RUMOR HAS IT 


It Will ue the Third of Its Kind in the State 


— rerrls, ol KerriB Wheel Fame, HaO 
His Band in Ita Construction As An 
Inspector of the Iron Work. 


If you wish to see human nature — to study 


it in all its prases — just spend an hour or 
two on the temporary foot bridge at East 
Meriinaek street and watch the army of 
spectators looking at the workmen who 
are building the new bridge over the Con- 
cord river. 


Every class seems to congregate here 


from the sedate old gentleman who is out 
for a walk to the species of the genus homo 
cninmonlv known as "sons of rest." It is 
also very interesting to listen to their con- 
versation, for as a rule you will find knots 
of three or four, one of whom is always 
busy telling the others how much he does 
not know about bridge building. 
Xjhere are very few people in this city 
'who know just what sort of a bridge this is 
to be. Of course everyone can tell you it 
is to be an iron bridge, and a few that it is 
to be a girder bridge — but not one in five 
hundred could tell you what a girder bridge 
is. As its name would indicate, a bridge 
built on girders, and girders are iron 
beams. 


This bridge will consequently be built 


on iron beams. The Central bridge has 
iron trusses standing above, so bas the 
Pawtucket bridge. There will be three 
girders, each with a depth of six teet, giv- 
ing great strength as a bridge of this kind 
needs. 
The side girders will be between 


the roadway and the sidewalk on each side, 
while the center girder will be under the 
middle of the roadway. Iron arms will 
project from these girders to support the 
sidewalks. The roadway will be a solid 
bed of iron, covered with a layer of con- 
crete, and on top of this will be a paving 
of granite blocks, the same as the streets 
are paved with on either side of the bridge. 
The sidewalks will be of concrete, and the 
railing on the outside will be almost the 
same as that on the Brooklyn bridge. The 
city water sain and the corporation water 
pipe will be hung under the bridge. The 
iron for the bridge is ready, but it has to 
undergo three inspections. Mr. Ferris the 
famous inventor of the Ferris wheel, ' was 
the inspector. The contract requires the 
bridge to be ready by Oct. ], and the stone 
contractors are to have their work done 
by Sept. 1. One of the piers has been fin- 
ished and the middle pier is well under 
way. The breaking of the coffer dam made 
a lot of delay last week, but Contractor 
Barton is almost certain they will be u'n- 
ished in time.

and then the other machine half an hour 
the other way. The suction engine conic 
be run by electricity and the cost of mai 
service between the two would be mereli 
nominal.

•>2There are very few people in this cit 
-who know just what sort of a bridge this i 
lobe. Of course everyone can tell you i 
is to be an iron bridge, aod a few that it I 
to bo a girder bridge—but uot one in 
fiv 


hundred could tell you what a girder bridg 
Is. As its Dams would Indicate, a bridg 
built on girders, and girders arc iron 
beams. 


This bridge will consequently bo buil 


on Iron beams. The Central bridge ha 
iron trusses standing above, so has th 
Pawtucket bridge. There will he tbre 
girders, each, with a depth of six leet, civ 
ing great 5trensl.li as a bridge of this kinr 
needs. 
The side girders will be between 


the roadway and the sidewalk on each side 
while the center girder will be under th 
middle of the roadway. Iron arms wil 
project from tbese girders to support the 
sidewalks. The roadway will be a soli( 
bed of Iron, covered with a layer of con 
Crete, and on top of this will be a naving 
of granite blocks, the same as the street 
are paved with on either side of the bridge 
The sidewalks will be of concrete and the 
railing on the outside will be almost the 
same as that on the Brooklyn bridge. The 
city water Esir. and the corporation wale 
pipe will be hung under the bridge.

Iron for the bridge is ready, but ll has lo 
undergo three inspections. Mr. Ferris the 
famous Inventor of the Ferris wheel 
was 


the inspector. The contract requires the 
bridge to he ready by Oct. 1, and the stone 
contractors are to have tbeir work done 
by Sept. 1. One of the piers bas been fin 
ished and th* middle pier Is well undci 
way.

As to the questions 
at issue, the main contention and the in- 
cidental matters which were brought 
ont by tho contest, they were undoubt- 
edly of greater importance than any 
ercr before iuroh'od in a strike, for tho 
plain reason that the aggressions of cap- 
italism and tho extension of its powers 
have multiplied the grievances of thi;

and Cirossenp is accepted as good law, 
tliPil all labor orfianixutions are forbid- 
den to discuss or vote, upon a proposal 1 
to strike for uuy cause. 


The two most startling and impress- 


ive phases of this increased power of 
aggregated capital are shown in the ea- 
igerness of political and military mas- 
ters to servo it without questioning the 
merits of its claims to protection and 
in the blind following it receives from 
the daily press. Tlxrpowers that bo dis- 
played unusual and unjustifiable haste 
in employing the military powers of 
the government for tho purpose of aid- 
ing the corporations in their avnwed 
Object of crushing tho American Rail- 
way union. The intelligent man who 
calmly reflects upon the events of early 
July will find himself puzzled to under- 
stand how it came about that tho inter- 
state commerce law, which -was passed 
at the demands of an outraged people 
for relief from the lawlessness, tyranny 
and avarico of the railway corporations, 
was employed by the attorney general 
and his associates in government for 
the support of these same corporations 
•when engaged in a tyrannical warfare 
upon the lawful organization of the 
railway employees. If the action of tho 
people's officials was dictated and guid- 
ed by the honest belief that it. was in 
conformity with the "spirit of our insti- 
tutions," then surely it is time to in- 
quire if we had not better remodel those 
institutions, employ new interpreters or 
rewrite and radically amend tho Dec- 
laration of Independence, 


If it be suggested that in crises such 


as we have just passed through the 
government could not inquire into the 
equities or ethics of the controversy, 
but must act at once for the mainte- 
nance of law and order, then it is time 
•we had a little statesmanship at Wash- 
ington. Any pudding head could order 
out the soldiery to shoot rioters or sup- 
posed rioters. It may be added that 
•When tho military posses were ordered 
to Chicago they were not required to 
maintain order; that the governor of 
the state, ths mayor of the city and 
thousands of its best citizens testified 
to that effect. On the Fourth of July, 
while we of the east were reading press 
bulletins depicting scenes of rioting and 
big headings stating that "The Regu- 
lars Are Fighting the Mob," the regu- 
lar soldiers were engaged iu a gamo of 
baseball between nines chosen from their 
ranks at Grand Crossing. Until the 
IJnited States authorities interfered iu 
the contest between the companies aud 
their employees there was not the slight- 


„ est destruction of property, and not a 


To my misd the hatefulest and most 


serious phase of the strike and tho inci- 
dents growing out of it is tho attitude 
assumed by almost the entire daily press 
(if the country. 1110 longer am surpris- 
ed that, it is called "tho satanio press." 
If plutocracy was as strong in all its 
parts as it is in journalism, democracy 
and -a republican form of government 
would be doomed in this country. Nev- 
er since the printing press was invent- 
ed, not in any hind at any period, was 
there over such infamous UHO niado of 
it as during this trouble between the 
railways and their employees. With the 
constant reminder that no cause can tri- 
umph which dnes riot have the approval 
of public sentiment the plutocratic 
press, upon which a vnit majority of 
the people depend for information, ex- 
aggerated, misrepresented and lied out- 
rageously ull through tho trouble, for 
the purpose of prejudicing the public 
against the strikers. The dastardly pol- 
icy of falsehood and deceit was not con- 
fined to so called editorial matter. Even 
the news aud telegraphic matter was 
cut to the villainous pattern designed 
in tho brains prostituted by tho filthy 
lucre, of plutocracy.

railroad managers aro angels of spotless 
purity compared with the black hearted 
fiends who. to gain applause iu pluto- 
cratic circles and to wiu the dollars of 
the barons of commerce, have deceived 
the people and blackened the reputa- 
tions of some of God's noblemen.

Tho 
Pullman strike and the boycott which 
followed it made perfectly plain tho ne- 
cessity for a complete union of all the 
labor forces not only for tho purpose of 
carrying out strikes and boycotts when, 
they aro necessary, but for a more sen- 
sible aud farreaehiug reason.

leads to the supremacy of labor in tho , 
making and administering of law. I I 
know this is not a now idea, but thore ' 
is additional proof just at hand that it • 


j is sound. Pass by for the time the claim I

must bo tho final solution of tho ques- 
tion—why cannot labor say. We accept 
tho precedent established at Chicago; j 
wo admit tho right of the government 
to take a hand in tho management aud 
operation of railways, as quusipublio

Median's Monthly explains 
that this form of red cedar seems to have 
its home on tho island of Bermuda, it be- 
ing tho only tree found on the island. It 
is supposed originally to have been start- 
ed from seed at our common red cedar, 
brought to tho island by birds or in some 
other way, and that tho continual force of 
circumstances, different from those under 
•which our red cudar exists, has caused it 
to cliange in some respects its character. 


The same form is, however, notv found 


in tho south, possibly from seed brought 
back again from Bermuda by birds, as in 
the liixt instance. It is said that .Mr. Fa- 
ber, whose name is inseparably connected 
with lead pencils, has growing on his es- 
tates at Schloss Stein, near Nuremberg, 
some 13 or 13 acres of this kind of cedar, 
from which he expects in the future to 
raise enough wood for his pencils without 
importing it from the new world.

Poison Oak and Poison Ivy. 


The poison oak is properly the low form 


of the poison ivy, explains the Xew York 
Sun. Tho one is a high climber, while 
tho other contents itself near the ground. 
The two arc difficult to distanguish and 
are ofteu perversely confused with the 
harmless and beautiful Yirginia creeper. 
Ths two poisonous plants have their 
leaves in groups of three, while the leaf 
of the Virginia creeper is divided into five 
and sometimes more leaflets. The berry 
of the poison ivy is white and waxy, and 
the autumn coloring of the leaf is very 
beautiful. Many persons handle the poi- 
sonous plants without ill effects. 


A simple way to remember the differ- 


ence between the Virginia creeper and 
the poison ivy is this: If the vine has five 
leaves, corresponding to the five fingers of 
your hand, you may handle it. If it has 
only three leaves, you may not handle it.

Most ot the force, however, consisted of 
coolies with inferior firearms, or merely 
bows and arrows. The attack upon the 
Rteamers by- the Japanese, which took 
place last Wednesday, ia described briefly 
in a dispatch just received from Naga- 
ifiki. 


The firing was commenced by t Japan- 


ese shore battery when the Chinese were 
trying to debark their men from tha flrit 
steamer. 
A cruiser steamed up and 


opened firo on all transports which ware 
laying to to discharge their men. The 
Chinese wore unable to make iiny eftact- 
ual resistance. They were thrown into 
great confusion, and ninny jumped over- 
board to escape the hot flre, under which 
two transports suffered severely.

It in all its prases—just spend an hour or 
two on tbe temporary foot bridge at East 
Merimack street and watch the army of 
spectators looking at the workmen who 
are building the new bridge over the Con- 
cord river. 


Every class seems to congregate here 


from tbe sedate old gentleman who is out 
for a walk to the species of the eenus homo 
commonly known as "sons of rest." It is 
also very interesting to listen to their con- 
versation, for as a rule you will find knots 
of three or fonr, one of whom is always 
busy telling the others how much he does 
not know about bridge building. 


There are very few people in this city 


who know just what sort of a bridge this is 
to be. Of course everyone can tell you it 
is to be an iron bridge, and a few that it is 
to be a girder bridge—but not one in five 
hundred could tell you what a girder bridge 
is. As its name would indicate, a bridge 
built on girders, and girders are iron 
. beams. 


This bridge will consequently be built 


on Iron beams. 
The Central bridge has

that, the manufacturers claim that it is a 
tremendous change of condition into which 
to suddenly plunge a great industry, and 
nobody can estimate how great will be the 
disaster that will follow it. The makers of 
.he cheaper grade of goods will, of course, 
)e the most direct and immediate sufferers, 
as these manufacturers get litlle benefit 
from free wool, At present the specific 
duties give them adi quate protection, hut

'oreign makers will flood this market with 
their goods which they will produce from 
materials cheaper than our people have 
been used to. This will necessitate an en- 
tire reorganization on the part of a good 
share of the domestic wool manufacturers.

the future of the industrial movement. 
It would be a waste of time and space 
to compare this contest between em- 
ployees and employers with any of the 
struggles which have taken place with- 
in the past 20 years. As u matter of 
fact, it has. been, judged simply as a boy- 
cote and strike, of no mure immediate 
importance than several similar strag- 
gles, beginning with that of 1877, when 
the relative strength of labor sentiment 
and organization, tho scopo of Uif pre- 
vailing industrial system and popula- 
tion are coutidered. As to the questions 
at issue, the main contention and the in- 
cidental matters which were brought 
out by tho contest, they were undoubt- 
edly of greater importance than any 
ever before involved in a strike, for the 
plain reason that tho aggressions of cap- 
italism and the extension of its powers 
have multiplied the grievances of tho 
wage slaves. 


Tho two most startling and impress- 


ive phases of this increased power of 
aggregated capital are shown in tho ea- 
'gerness of political and military mas- 
ters to serve it without questioning the 
merits of its claims to protection and 
in the blind following it receives from 
the daily press. Tne~powers that 1» dis- 
played unusual and unjustifiable haste 
in employing the military powers of 
the government for the purpose of aid- 
ing the corporations in their avowed 
object of crushing the American Hail- 
way union. The intelligent man who 
calmly reflects upon the events of early 
July will find himself pimled to tinder- 
stand how it came about that the inter- 
state commerce law, which was passed 
at the demands of an outraged people 
for relief from the lawlessness, tyranny 
and avarice of the railway corporations, 
was employed by the attorney general 
and his associates in government for 
the support of these same corporations 
when engaged in a tyrannical warfare 
npon the lawful organization of the 
railway employees. If the action of the 
people's officials was dictated and guid- 
ed by the honest belief that it was in 
conformity with the "spirit of our insti- 
tutions, " then surely it is time to in- 
quire if we had not better remodel those 
institutions, employ now interpreters or 
rewrite and radically amend the Dec- 
laration of Independence- 


lS it be suggested that in crises such 


as wa have just passed through the 
government conld not inquire into tho 
equities or ethics of the controversy, 
bnt must act at once for the mainte- 
nance of law and order, then it is timo 
we had a little statesmanship at Wash- 
ington. Any pudding head could order 
out the soldiery to shoot rioters or sup- 
posed rioters. It may be added that 
when tho military posses were ordered 
to Chicago they were not required to 
maintain order; that the governor of 
the state, the mayor of the city and 
thousands of its best citizens testified 
to that effect. 
On the Fourth of July, 


•while we of the east were rending press 
bulletins depicting scenes of rioting and 
big headings stating tbat-"The Regu- 
lars Are Fighting the Mob," tho regu- 
lar soldiers were engaged in a game of 
baseball between nines chosen from their 
ranks at Grand Crossing. Until the 
"United States authorities interfered in 
the contest between the companies and 
their employees there was not the slight- 
est destruction of property, and not a 
drop of blood had been shed. The show 
of force made by the corporation side 
was like a red rag to a bull, and the 
rabble, which had no connection with 
the American Railway nnion, accepted 
the chance offered to show its contempt 
for the government and for "the rights 
of property."

Nev- 
er since the printing press was invent- 
ed, iiot in any land at any period, was 
there ever such infamous UBO made of 
it as during this trouble between the 
railways and their employees. With the 
constant reminder that no cause can tri- 
umph which does not have the approval 
of public sentiment 
the plutocratic 


press, upon which a vast majority of 
tho people depend for information, ex- 
aggerated, misrepresented and lied out- 
rageously all through the trouble for 
tho purpose of prejudicing the public 
against the strikers. Tho dastardly pol- 
icy of falsehood and deceit was not con- 
fined to so called editorial matter. Even 
tho news and telegraphic matter was 
cut to the villainous pattern designed 
iu tho brains prostituted by the filthy 
lucre of plutocracy. Pullman and tho 
railroad managers are angels of spotless 
purity compared with the blackhearted 
fiends who, to gain applause in pluto- 
cratic circles and to win the dollars of 
tho barons of commerce, have deceived 
the people and blackened the reputa- 
tions of some of God's noblemen.

It is a Rare Kind of American Ited Cedar—

best lead pencils is from a form of the 
American red cedar. The best for the 
purpose is said to belong to the variety 
known as Junlperus virginiana, variety 
bemiudiana. Median's Monthly explains 
that this form of red cedar seems to have 
its home on tho island of Bermuda, it bo- 
ing tho only tree found on the island. It 
is supposed originally to have been start- 
ed from seed of our common red cedar, 
brought to tho island by birds or in some 
other way, and that tho continual force of 
circumstances, different from those under 
•which our red cedar exists, has caused it 
to change in some respects its character. 


The Sams form is, however, now found 


in the south, possibly from seed brought 
back again fiom Bermuda by birds, as in 
the lira! instance. It is said that Air. Fa- 
ber, v;hose name is inseparably connected 
with lead pencils, has growing on his es 
tates at Schloss Stein, near Nuremberg, 
some 12 or 13 acres o£ this kind of cedar, 
from which he expects in the ruturo to 
raise enough wood for his pencils without 
importing it from the now world.

The 
press is employed to do the hoodwink- 
ing. Is it pliun? 


Tho course which wisdoa dictates 


that labor should now take is that which 
leads to the supremacy of labor in tho 
making and administering of law. I 
know this is not a now idea, but there 
is additional proof just at hand that it 
is sound. Pass by for the timo tho claim 
that tho railroads should bo owned and 
operated by tho government—which 
must be tho final solution of the ques- 
tion—why cannot labor say: "Wo accept 
tho precedent established at Chicago; 
wo admit the right of the government 
to take a hiuid in the management and 
operation of railways, as quasipublic 
institutions, 
under 
certain 
circum- 


stances. Now wo purpose, by the force 
of our votes, to have a voice in saying 
how that right shall bo applied. It shall 
no longer be the rule that railway cor- 
porations may claim tho assistance 
of tho government on the plea that, they 
need help in moving tho mails and then 
insist upon extending that assistance to 
their whole service and by befogging 
tho situation succeed in turning tho guns 
of tho army upon vags or women and 
children, and thus prejudicing the pub- 
lic against a reasonable demand of the 
railway employees. 


Tho laws relating to business cor- 


porations sadly need amending, it is true; 
but, bad as they are, if they were ad- 
ministered by those who have strong 
enough sympathy with tho common peo- 
ple to withstand the pressure which is 
brought to bear by plutocracy when a 
contest comes, they would bo found to

A Scientist's Prophecy. 


The most noticeable feature of the twen- 


tieth century, says M. Berthelot in an ad- 
dress delivered at a banquet of chemists, 
will be the entire disappearance of the 
farmer, the grazier and of agriculture gen- 
erally. Chemistry will have solved the 
problem of existence so as to render un- 
necessary tho cultivation of the soil. He 
draws a pleasing picture o£ Tirgin. land- 
scapes, undefilcd, as he calls it, by the 
geometrical disfigurements of the farmer. 
Then there will be no morn mines, no un- 
derground labor, no horrors of "black 
country," no strikes. A combination of 
physics and chemistry will have solved the 
fuel question. \Tar, protection, trade re- 
strictions, will have disappeared before 
the dawn of an era which embraces aerial 
navigation.

The shaddock differs consid- 
erably from our American kind, being 
larger and rather pear shaped, with a 
thicker cuticle. The flesh of the shad- 
dock, too, has a pinkish tongue, and tho 
flavor is not quite so pronounced a bitter. 
The pomalo is smaller, hut the two names 
aro applied rather indiscriminately. Nine- 
ty per cent of the grape fruit that comes 
to northern and western markv's is re- 
ported to he the product of Florida.

Weekly Review says: The heavy outgo j 
of gold, the fall of the treasury reserve | 
and of the price of wheat to the lowest ! 
point on record, and the increasing nu- 
eertainty about the tariff, have entirely 
overshadowed other influences. 


Business delayed for months by the two 


great strikes now crowd railroads and 
swell returns, acd gives the impression of 
revival in business. But it is not yet 
clear how far there is an increase in new 
traffic distinguished from tbiu which has 
been merely blockaded or deferred. 


In some branches there has been more 


activity, but in oihers less, because events 
early this week led many to infer that no 
change of tariff would be made. But the 
uncertainty is not removed, and much of 
the business done si-cms to be in the na- 
ture ' f insurance ugninst possibilities. 


Freight, which was delayed by the 


blockade, now crowds the railroads and 
doubtless accounts in a large degree for 
hravy western receipts of wheat. But 
earnings show little gain. 


Wheat and Corn. 


Wheat is found deeper still, and has sold 


below 55 ceuts, making; the monthly av- 
emge at New York the lowest ever known. 
V>"estern receipts have been 4,435,874 
bu<thels, against 3.129,295 last year, in part 
because of delated shipments, but the 
movement frotn the farms has been heavy, 
while Atlantic exports have been only 
1,511,604 bushels, against 2,057,050 last 
year. 


Corn was stronger, with accounts of in- 


jury to part of the crop, and the exports 
are trifling. 


Cotton declined 1-lGth to "cents, though 


receipts from plantations were small. 


Official reports count for nothing in 


comparison with enormous visible stocks. 
In the stock market there were some wide 
fluctuations, mainly in trusts aSected by 
pending legislation, or in bankrupt rail- 
roads, which are discredited by the dis- 
closures in Atchison. Naturally gold ex- 
ports and the condition of ths treasury 
cheek any upward effort 


Tcxtila Industrie!. 


Textile industries have been percepti- 


bly stimulated, according to dealers, by 
disagreements, which many suppose may 
prevent a change of the tariff, and there 
has been more buying of cotton goods, 
with slightly higher prices for a few, not- 
withstanding the closing of some impor- 
tant mills. 


Sales of wool have been greatly swelled 


by speculation, in the belief that wool is 
not likely to decline in any event, but 
may advance sharply if tariff changes 
' fail. Sales for the week were 9,034.100, 
against 2,164,500 last year, and 9,118,500 in 
1892. In four weeks of July sales have 
been 22,359,285 pounds, against 10.696,900 
in 1893, and 29,250,350 in 1892. 


IroD, Boots and Slioec, 


While scarcity of coke delays resump- 


tion of work in many central and western 
iron mills, the light inquiry for finished 
products at Chicago and tiie disappoint- 
ing demand for most kindu at Pittsburg 
raises doubt whether material increase 
can be expected when the tariff question is 
out of tha way. 


The business in boots and shoes con- 


tinues good, and shipments for four 
weeks of July have been 11,000 cases, or 
4 per cent, larger than last year, and 67.000 
cases, or 11 per cent, less than in 1892 or 
1891, but orders for woman's light goods 
appear to be slackening. 


Failures for three weeks of July com- 


pare well, of course, with the panic period 
last year, commercial liabilities being 
«6,317.696, of which S3 538,938 were of man- 
uiacturing and 82,483,011 of trading con- 
cerns. Commercial lonns are expanding 
but little, and great caution still main- 
tains soundness. For the week the fail- 
ores have been 249 in the United States; 
8bC last year, and in Canada 39, against 23 
last year.

Mr. Pickhardt bought the land on-which 


lis house stands about 13 years ago, and 
n 1883 he bad plans submitted to him for 
the building o£ a houM. His architect, 
who belonged to a prominent firm in this 
ity, had carte blanche as regards expense, 
jeing instructed to have everything of the 
very best. 
There were certain things, 


.lowever, in regard to tho building that 
Mr. Picbhardt insisted upon, despite tha 
objections urged by tho architect.

'But, Mr. Pickhardt," remonstrated 


iho architect aghast, "those changes can't 
be made without building the house over 
again. I have followed your instructions 
closely." 


"If the changes can't bo made without 


rebuilding, then I'll pull down tho house 
aud have it built over," returned the own- 
r. "I'm going to have this done as I 
want it if H takes every cent I've got." 


Tho lesult of tho matter was that the 


architect withdrew, and Mr. Pickhardt 
replaced him with a Genuas named 
Knaut, whom he brought over frota Ger- 
many for the work. Knaut drew up 
elaborate plans, undid much of the work 
that his predecessor had done, returned to 
Germany for a vacation and died. 


"It looks as though fato were against 


that house," said its owner. "But I won't 
give tip now. I'll try it again." 


Two years bad already been consumed, 


and a third went by before an architect 
was found to suit Mr. Pickhardt; then tho 
building was resumed, but it proceeded 
slowly because of the frequent and impor- 
tant alterations insisted on by the owner. 
Finally in 18S9,when the architect's work 
was completed and all that remained to 
bo done was tho frescoing and some minor 
decorations, Mr. Pickhnrdt experienced 
another revulsion of feeling. 


"The houso isn't as I want St at all," 


ho declared. ''It isn t vrhut I intended it 
should be, and I'll never live in it—never! 
I've thrown away 51,000,000 on it." 


He went abroad and has spent the major 


part of his time since then in Europe. The 
houso 'has never been occupied, for the 
owner will not runt it, and tho price de- 
manded for it is so high that it has found 
no purchaser. 
Large taxes are paid on it, 


and a watchman is hired to guaid it. 
It 


seems likuiy thnt it will remain as it ia 
until the owner's death.

known to tho public, that is useless at 
present, is th« place on "Union square nest 
to Tiffany's, where. Brentsno's bookstore 
used to be.

Sugar and Diamonds. 


It can now bo said with perfect truth 


that a lump of sugar may be turned into 
diamonds. 
Not all the substance of the 


sugar will enter into tho composition of 
tho gems, but only tho carbon which it 
contains. Sugar consists of carbon united 
with oxygen and hydrogea in the propor- 
tion to form water. 


The carbon con easily be separated out, 


and in eome of the recent experiments for 
the production of diamonds this sugar car- 
bon has been employed. As our readers 
have been informed, the diamonds so far 
produced aro very small and destitute of 
commercial value, but still they are real 
diamonds, 
and tho chemical triumph 


achieved would be no greater intrinsically 
if they were as large as the Kohinoor. 


Of course it is not meant by what has 


been said above that carbon prepared from 
sugar is tho only form of carbon used in 
these experiments. 
The graphite from 


which lead pcncils are made serves the pur- 
pose just as well, and still other forms of 
carbon may bo employed.—Youth's Com- 
panion.

ODD of the Mcst Wonderful Natural Growths 


Ever Known to tho World. 


In October, 1887, tho sucrcd bo tree, at 


that Limo supposed to bo tho oldest living 
vcgutablo monument on tho earth's sur- 
face, was uprooted and destroyed by a 
cyclone which swept over tho island of 
Ceylon. 
Tho oldest written description 


of tho sacred bo treo now in oiistencc is 
that by tho celebrated Chinese historian 
ra 21i.-.n, v.'lio visltL-d the Muiid and tbo 
saorcd Irno In tlio year 414 A. D. Accord- 
lug to this learned Chinaman, tlio tree was 
at that tlmo 703 years old, huvlug been 
planted in tho year 288 before oux era by 
King Devlnlplatlssa. 


AH soon iu It was known throughout 


the island that bho tree had been destroyed 
by tho fury of tho olemcuts great crowds 
of mourners gathered around its "sacred 
remains" and heldregularfuncralservices 
for two or throo weeks. 
After the season 


of mourning wns over tho troo "was cut 
Into proper lengths, each piece wrapped 
separately In whlto cloth and cremated 
with tho eaiuo funeral rites which would 
havo been given a member of tho royal 
family. 


So perished tho snored bo troo, ono of 


tho most wonderful 
natural growths 


known to tho ivorld—a tree "which had 
boon worshiped daily, one might almosb 
Bay hourly, for 2,175 j-cars, and under tho 
ehadowa oE Its branches perhaps heathen- 
ish rites had been enacted eicocdlrjg lu 
solemnity anything known to tho troo 
worshipers of plbhor ancient or modern 
times.—St. Louis Republic.
